HE Y axdois to the number which I mention'd in the laſt that I ſent you, 

| ſet forward from this City about fifteen days fince, with a Reſulution to 
gointo the Valleys of Pie, diſtant from hence about five and thirty Lea 
I was one of thoſe that defir'd one ofthe Magiſtrats of this place, to let them have 
the conveniency of Boats, for that Monſieur the Bailiff had forbid the people bere 
to furniſh them with any, tho under hand he was willing enough they ſhould 
have them, as being one that wiſh'd well to the common Cauſe, however he is

pair d ; ſo that the Countrey People that :liv'd on the other fide, were 
to repair the Bridge, which the Faxdoig paſſ d in good Order: 

The Duke of having intelligence of their March, raiſd the Militia of 
his own Countrey, and ſent away a Courier to the de LarreCollon- 
el of D and Commander of the Forces in the Dauphinate, to ſtop 
the farther progreſs of the Faxdois, who were then upon the Frontiers. Thither 
therefore be haften'd with four Troops of Dragoons, whom he cauf'd to break 
down a Bridge, and Entrench d the Militia of Sey in the lame place, to diſput 
the paſſage. the Yexdois upon the firſt diſcharge which they made, kill'd 
the Commander of the Sewvyards,who was a Marqueſs alſo, with ſeveral others, 
which put the reſt into ſuch a Terrour, that they abandon'd the Paſs. Here the 
Vaadoi: loſt a Miniſter and four gouldiers, whom the Enemy carried bound to 
Chamberg, and there hang'd them up. 

Afterwards Monſieur Larre — 4 them with four Troops of Dragoons, 
ask'd them whither they were going? they Anſwer'd they were going to their 
own homes. by whoſe Order? To whom? Their Miniſter Mr. who 
has appear'd all along atthe Head of them, Replyed, by Order of the King of 
England, William the Third, Upon which the Commander told 'em, that they 
were a Company of Vagabond Raſcals, and that he would trample them to 
death under his Horſes Feet, and ſo Commanded his D to ride up to 
them, which Mr. Arnaud ſeeing, d his People to receive them accord - 
ingly, which they did ; and aſter a Hh that laſted two Hours, they won the 
Victory. having kill'd a hundred and fifty oſ the D and two Captains, 
beſide tive or (ix Inferiour Officers kill'd and 3 and Larre 
wounded in the Elbow, of which he fince died Of the Fandoi not above

Thus they enter d into the Valleys of /e gu, which are under the Dominis 
on of Frezce, where about two hundred of the Inhabitants of the ſaid Valleys 
joy them, ſu their March they Pillag d the Abbey oO in the French Ter- 
ritary z where they found 1800co Livers, or 15000 J. Engliſh, and twenty 
ur Monks, whom they carried along with them asHoſtages, They alſo took up- 
ou the Mountains above twenty Thouland Sheep. At the ſame time they met 
the Baggage betonging to the Bopes N incio, returning from Paris to Toe. 

7. the Packs, & took ( t all the Plate, but medal d with nothing elſe; 
but all this Booty, they found the Valleysof St. Martins and Luſern, 
where they are now Arriv'd, well (tor'd with Corn, which makes us believe 
they will dad it a difficult thing to make them diſlodge from thence,having ex- 
pell'd the Senat that Irv d in the Vale to the very Tops of all the Mountains. 
All Sevey is in Arm, to prevent thoſe that have taken Sanctuary in Switzerland, 
from going to their Aſſiſtance, as it is believ d will do; the Switzers not 
at all oppoſing the Levics which they make in thoſe Parts. 

The Duke of Sey has Written a very ſevere Letter to the Switzers upon 
this occaſion, which they have taken very ill, no leſs offended, that he had 
broken his word with them, in not reſtoring to them their Miniſters and Chil- 
dren of the Ta. Canton of Oury, which is a Popiſh Canton, has deliver'd 
upa hundred and fire of thoſe poor People, to the Embaſſador of S2, after 
they had robb'd them of all their Cloaths and Money, and put four of them to 
the Rack, to make them diſcover the Deſigns ofthe reſt of their Brethren, but 
they would not confeſs any thing. TheEmbaſſador has cauſ d them to be tyed 
two and two together, and ſent them away into Savoy, for fear that the Lords 
of Zurie and Berne ſhould re-demand them, which they did ; to whom the 
Popiſh Cantons return d for Anſwer, that they had deliver'd them up already, 
but with this ion, that no harm ſhould be done them; which very much 
diſpleal*}the Lords of Zwrie and Berne; inſomuch that it proved the occaſion 
of #FRupture between them. 
There are already departed above 1500 Men to joyn thoſe that are Marched 
they have paſſed the Lake, and two Thouſand more 
are to Embark, with a reſolution to follow them. They are all French, 
that for Refuge, except four hundred Y exdois, who came hither as ſoon as 
they underſtood the departure of the reſt. And had not Monſieur the Bailiff ſor- 
bid the Switzers, upon painof death, not to ſtir out of the State, there would 
have gone above two thouſand. However tl has not hindered a very confider- 
able number from going, finding the Fexdois ſo ſucceſsful in their Enterpriſes. 

It is hoped, that the King of Exglund will prevail with the King of Spain to 
declare War againſt the Duke of Savoy; to the end the Ufilainois Governours 
may be ordered to furniſh them with all ſuch neceſſarics which they ſhall ſtand in 
need ol. For otherwiſe it will be a difficult thing, for theſe poor people to pre · 
ſerve what they have got, The King of France having order d the Forces of the 
Dan to March, to expel them from thoſe places, where alittle Aſſiſtance 
would defend them trom all the Force of their Enemies. The Emaſſador of 
France at Geneva, makes a great noiſe, and 2 loud upon this occaſion, We 
expedꝭ with impatience the reſult of the Conſultations of the Aſſembly at Haden. 
Sevey is all in Arms, and the People are ſtrangely Alarmed, at ſo many Com- 
motions, The French Troops are quartered round about Geneve : However as 
yet all thingy are quiet - In expectation of more News, | remain, TOURS, Acc.
